Some of tho above cases Uavo boon 
reported verbally to the Health OJn- Garbmc' 
cer, which stioukt nc>t be, as tho Act " • 
ot Assembly requires that all conta- 
gious and infectious diseases nuiat 
be rfiportod on card adopted and pro- 
vided for that purpose, so that a cor- 
rect record can be kept of them. 


The Health OQIcer has served lfi» 
notices to remove nuisances, 125 clos- 
ets have been cleaned and 25 dogs 
have been icmoved fi'om the .streets 
and alleys. 


The borough has been In as good 
sanitary condition aa possible. 
It is proper to- submit that your 


Board ha-s be<4n favored with kindly 
and holpful co-operation from tho cit- 
izens oC tho borough, which assists 
In /i greal measure to keep down tlio 
spread of disease, but we must admit

We are glad to note and appioc-laio 


the fact that.you liavo had erected a 
building for ^he use of HIP borough 
where wo can tako those who are af- 
flicted wltli contagious disoases, and, 
while we hope thi-ie may ln> no need 
for it, yet \w foci more at ease In tho 
fact that should occasion present it- 
aolf. wo now havo a comfortable sliel- 
tor and qearanttne where wf> ran take 
a contagious disease 'in a fpw min- 
utes' notire and not have iho patient 
to sit around tho streets and nllevs 
Tin til a plaCjO of shelter or quarantine 
conld he procured, .is has hcen our 
past experience.

THE JU13ICIARY IN POLITICS. 


Dignified Protest of an Old-School Republican Friend of
